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Sir: 

In response to the requirement for election of species dated May 20, 2004, 
Applicants provisionally elect the species of claim 50 in which the matrix is polyethylene 
oxide. This election is made with traverse. 

Applicants note that the materials in claim 50 specified for the matrix are 
all well known materials for use in matrices of pharmaceutical formulations. Indeed, all 
those except polyethylene oxide are chemically related, being cellulose derivatives. 

Applicants are not willing at this time to state that all of the cellulose 
derivatives so listed in claim 50 are obvious variants of each other, or of polyethylene 
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oxide, as it may be the case that one or another of the named matrices possesses 
unexpected properties of some type when used in the inventive compositions. 

CONCLUSION 
Applicants respectfully request examination of claim 50 intact.
